HEAVIEST RAIN ON 
RECORD LAST WEEK 


The heavy rains which 
lashed parts of Massachu- 
setts, last Thursday and 
Friday, gave Wilmington a 
new All Time Record, for 
rainfall — but jut barely. 
A total of 7.80 inches of 
rain fell, on August 18th., 
19th, and 20th., — -while 
places to the south of Bos- 
ton were reporting 15 in- 
ches. The’ rainfall ‘from 
Hurricane Edna, on Sept. 
10-11, ‘1954, was 7.71 inches, 
or .09 inch less than that 
of the last week. Metorolo- 
gist describe last wr 
heavy rain as the result 
of a conjunction between 
two storms, one of them 
being the dying Hurricane 
Diane. 

There was very little 
damage in Wilmington. 
Four householders called 
the Wilmington Fire De- 
partment, to ask for assist- 
ance in pumping out cel 
lars.. They were referred 
to local contractors, by the 
Fire Department, Two
